A scandal has been caused by the brimving of seri« 
ous charges agaircst Dr. Webz, member of the West 
Prussia diet, and formerly president of a permanent 
eommitiee of that body. Dr, Webz is officialiy 
charged with the fraudulent appropriation of 1¢4,- 
000 marks which had been voted by the committee 
for certain works. He will probably be compelled 
to resign. 
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Canada Makes Overtures. 

Orrawa, Ont., March 24.—The dominion 
government has decided to renew the issue of 
the fishing licenses under a modus vivendi in 
connection with the fishery treaty negotiated 
at Washington last year. The Newfoundland 
government recently sent word to Ottawa 
that it would co-operate with Canada in the 
matter, and licenses issued by either govern- 
ment will be equally good in all British North 
American waters. ‘The speech from the 
throne, read at the opening of parliament, in- 
timated that Canada would revert to the 
treaty of 1818, and what caused a change§ in 
the policy is unknown, but it is rumored that 
it is the resuit of a desire toopen negotiations 
for a settlement of the fisheries question.

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A FRIGHTFUL STORY OF SQUALOR. 


Preaching Polygamy and Holding Secret 
Meetings—The Inducements Held 
Out to Converts, Ete. 


Binwinenam, Ala., March 24.-—-[Special.J— 
It is nearly ten years now since the apostles of 
Joseph Smith and Brigham Young begun 
their systematic missionary work in vhe south- 


| €rn States. 


During these years many humble but happy 
homes have been wrecked and ruined, and 
several thousand converts have been added to 
the Mormon church. ‘Today no mission work 
in heathen lands is so thoroughly organized or 
so vigorously prosecuted as the work of the 
Mormon elders in the states of Alabaina, Geor- 
gia and Tennessee. Mormonism has become 
so strongly entrenched in sections of these 
states that individual or organized oppositien 
is powerless to stop its work. ‘‘We violate no 
law,’’ they cry, and those who would drive the 
cunning elders from a community must become 
the aggressors and law breakers. 

Senators and reNresentatives in congress 
who have discussed the Mormon question and 
have tried -#o devise means to. crush out 
polygam#‘in Utah have never dreamed of the 
extéut of Mormoiu proselyting in the southern 
states. 

THE PROGRESS OF MORMONISM 
in sections of the states named above is appal- 
ling. So quietly have they gone about 
their work and they have selected sections of 
country so remote from towns and cities that it 
has been a matter of no little difficulty to -as- 
certain the extent of their work. 

The elders.enter a community without any 
blare of trumpets, and in many instances they 
have made dozens of converts before the more 
intelligent residents are even aware of their 
presence or their work. 

For two or three years past brief accounts of 
the work of the Mormon elders in various sec- 
tions have appeared in the newspapers from 
time to time, but in no instance has one-half 
the truth been told. 

A newspaper correspondent is a terror to a 
Mormon cider. They fearthe power of the 
press inore thanthey fear the power of con- 
gress. 

Kor several weeks I have been quietly in- 
vestigating the work of the Mormonsin Ala- 
bama. In the 

NORTHEASTERN PORTION OF THIS STATE 
they have found a fruitful field, and there 
they have established the first and 

ONLY MORMON CHURCH IN THE SOUTH. 

Inthe guise of a passenger agent wanting 
fo sell them tickets to Utah, as a mine pros- 
pector and as a newspaper correspondent, I 
have visited the localities where they are at 
work and where they number their converts 
by the hundreds. I have talked with a num- 
ber of the elders, with their converts, with 
their victims and with those wlio havesoughtin 
vain to drive the cunning teachers of polyg 
amy froin the state. 

‘The headquarters of the eiders working in 
the south have been at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
for several Eider Jcohn Morgan, of 
Salt Lake, was in charge of this work for sev- 
eral years, but about a year ago he returned to 
Viah and was sueceeded by Elder William 
Spry, who is still in charge of the work. 
Elders who volunteer for missionary work 
first report to the head of the church at Salt 
Lake city.. They are there assigned to some 
field of Jabor for a certain number of years. 
Those assigued to the south then report at 
headquarters in Chattanooga, where they are 
furnished with plenty of Mormon literature, 
maps of the locality where they are to work, 
and then they are sent into the country. At 
stated intervals they are required to report to 
Chattanooga the progress of their work, giving 
the names of and postoflice address of every 
convert they have made, also the names of 
these to whom it will be safe to mail Mormon 
literature. These reports are forwarded from 
Chattanooga to Salt Lake semi-annually or 
quarterly in order that the head of the church 
may be kept constantly posted on the progress 
of the work. 

When a number of converts are ready to go 
west, the elders in charge report to Chattanco- 
ga the number ready to leave on a certain date 
and railroad tickets are forwarded from head- 
quarters. Anagentof the railroad company 
usually accompanies the party as far west as 
the Mississippi river, and from one to five el- 
ders remain witb them until they are 

SAVELY LANDED IN UTAH, 
Arizona or idaho. 

About two hundred eiders are now at work 
in the south and nearly one hundred of them 
are in Alabama. They are operating in about 
a dozen counties, but their stronghold is in 
Clay county, where their church is located. 
From this point they work the adjoining coun- 
ties of Cleburne, Randolph and Talladega. 

In a narrow valley. shut out almost from the 
world by rough hills and mountains, in the 
portheastern part of Clay county is Bethel 
church, or station, as the elders callit. This 
church was established about threc years ago 
by Elders Amos, Morrick, Morris and others. 
The object of the churchis to hold the con- 
veris together until they can be transported to 
Utah or Arizona. 

The people of this section are not only very 
ignorant but extremely poor. They live in per- 
fect squalor and very few of them can read or 
write. It is only in the autumn and winter 
after their small crops of corn and cotton are 
sold that they can raise enough money to pay 
their way tothe west and during the spring 
and summer the elders work from house to 
house. 

When the scant harvests of these poor far- 
mers is gathered, then the Mormon elders 
GATHER THEIR HARVEST OF SOULS 
and bodies and send them for safe keeping to 
the strongholds of Mormonism in the far wes f. 

It would require the pen of Dickens to ad‘e- 
quately describe the ignorance, the poverty 
and squalor of the people from among whom 
the Mormon elders secure their converts. 
Large families, fathers, mothers, sons, and 
daughters live huddled together in one little 
log cabin often nut more than 16 by.20 feet in 
size. 

In this one room families of eight, ten and 
sometimes twelve persons eat and sleep, no 
thought of privacy, no effort of cleanliness be- 
ing possible. At one cabin, as I entered, I 
stepped over a hog, which was sunning itself 
on the door step, two gaunt, wolfish looking 
curs growled at me from under the only bed in 
the cabin, while on one corner of the same 
article of furniture two hens were fighting for 
the possession of a nest. Half a dozen chil- 
dren of various ages, all sallow faced, bare- 
footed and thinly clad, scattered in all direc- 
tions, as the only unbroken chair in the room 
was brought forward for me tositdown. This 
was 
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THE HOME OF A MORMON CONVERT. 
While poorer than some of his neighbors he 
was above the average in intelligence, being 
able to read a little. He was an enthusiastic 


believer in the doctrines of the Latter Day 
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saints and froma large pasteboard box filled | 


with old circus posters and patent medicine 
almanacs, he drew forth a package of Mormon 
literature Which he insisted would fully ex- 


” in his reasons for the faith that was in 


11in. 

The most intelligent, and by far the most 
communicative of the dozen or more elders I 
met, was Elder D. J. Allen, who left Utah 
only a few months ago for three years of mis- 
sionary work in Alabama. 

From him I obtained a full, and for the most 
part, an accurate statement of the plan of 
work. Iexplained to him frankly that I was 
a newspaper correspondent and had come in 
search. of facts. 

{ assured him thatI intended to give both 
sides of the question without coloring or prej- 
udice. This seemed to reassure him some- 
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what, but after a moment he said, with a touch 
of bitterness in his tone: “The newspapers 
are our worst enemies; they have done us no 
little harm, and continue to misrepresent us 
and our work.”’ 

THE ELDER TALKS. 

, Elder Allen is about forty-seven years old, a 
native of Missouri, and for twenty-five yoars a 
Mormon and a resider of Utah. He owns a 
sinall but profitable farm about thirty miles 
from Salt Lake City, and has only one wife. 

He is very intelligent and thoroughly posted 
on the affairs of the Mormon church. 

‘Teil me something of your plan of work,’’ I 
asked. 

“Our plan is to preach the trae gospel 
whereever we can,”’ he answered. 

“Why is it you always select sections of the 
country where the people are the most igno- 
rant and poor ?’’ 

“Because of the newspapers,”’ he answered 
with a laugh. ‘‘We cannot fight against the 
newspapers.”’ 

“Are the expenses of the elders who are 
working in this section paid by the church?” 

“NO; we pay our own expenses. When a 
man joins the Mormon church lhe is supposed 
to piace himself and all his property at the 
disposal ofthe church. In other words, he is 
expected to give his time and his means to the 
work of the church, and I want to say right 
here that I have never yet known a man to 
lose &*rything by it.”’ 

“Does the church pay transportation of con- 
yorts to Utah ?’’ 

“No; they pay their own expenses usually, 
though sometimes they are assisted by the 
church.” 

“Does the church provide them with homes 
6r employment ?”’ 

‘No, that is one of the many misstatements 
of the newspapers. Our plan of settling con- 
verts inthe westis this: There are in Utah, 
Arizona and Idaho millions of acres of fertile 
government lands open to homestead entry. 
We are doing all in our power to 

GET THESE LANDS OCCUPIED BY MORMONS. 

‘The converts we send into those territories 
secure homesteads on those lands, and they 
usually have enough money to build houses 
and begin farming, or, if they have not, they 
secure some assistance from the church or from 
their-neighbors. These lands are easily culti- 
vated and yield large crops. One secret of our 
success in the southern states is that we are 
able to offer to poor farmers of this section 
cheap homes where they can make a good liv- 
ing. Itis the aim of the church to settle the 
government lands as fast as possible in order 
to give us the majority of the population in the 
territories named.”’ 

“In preaching Mormonism in this section, 
what do you tell the people about polygamy ?”’ 

At this question the elder’s eyes tlashed, and 
he answered: ‘“Itis in regard to polygamy 
that we have been grossly misrepresented and 
slandered by the newspapers of the country. 
We do not preach polygamy, and very few 
Mormons now practice it. We simply tell 
people that the laws of our church allow a 
man to have more than one wife, but it is 
optional with him. I have only one wile, and 
want no more.”’ 

‘Elder Allen, is it true that a large majority 
of your converts are women and young girls ?”’ 
I asked. 

“*T don’t knew, but I think not,” he an- 
swercd, evyasively. ‘‘We preach to all man- 
kind, but sometimes women are more easily 
converted than men.”’ 

‘*Is it true that a certain 
elder’s female converts are sealed to 
wives before they are sent to Utah?”’ 

‘I don’t know anything about it,’’ he an- 
sywered, curtiy. 

‘Do you not teach polygamy as a ‘part’ of 
your zeligion ?”’ 

“{t isa part of our religion, but we do not 
make it compulsory.”’ 

‘Do you not seek to impress upon all your 
converts that polygamy is right and should be 
practiced ?”’ 

*‘No, we do not,”’ Elder Allen answered very 
curtly, and then declined to further discuss 
the question of polygamy. 

By careful investigation [learned that Elder 
Alien’s description cf the plan of work was 
true, but that some of his statements about the 
couptry to which the converts are sent and 
about polygamy were untrue. 

A SAMPLE CASE. 

John Purdy, a resident of Ciay county, re- 
turned only a few weeks ago from Arizona. 
Purdy is about fifty-five years old, and his 
family consisted of himself and five grown 
daughters. About two years ago the entire 
family joined the Mormon church, and last 
December they went to Arizona. They were 
extfemely ignorant, and it was a fact well 
known in the neighborhood that some of 
Purdy’s daughters had long been strangers to 
virtue, but they were received into the Mor- 
mon church with open arms. Purdy sold his 
little farm and all his househeld ctfects and 
bought tickets for himself and family to Ari- 
zona. Four or five other families were in the 
party, and they were accompanied by two 
elders. The entire party were told that they 
could secure government lands which were 
very fertile and easily cultivated. Purdy 
says that when he reached the promised 
land he found it was principally an arid 
desert with patches of timber here and there. 
The unoccupied land was less fertile than the 
red hill side he had leftiu Alabama. He 
could not purchase lumber to build. ‘The 
church failad to aid him as promised, and he 
soon decided to return to Alabama. Two of 
his daughters were made the third and fourth 
wives of one of the elders who had accompa- 
nied them west, and the other became the 
fifth wife of an elder nearly sixty years old. 
His other two daughters were assigned to 
elders who already had five or six wives, but 
they rebelled and returned to Alabama with 
their father. Purdy says every effort was 
made by the Mormons to prevent the return of 
himself and two daughters, but fortunately he 
had enough to pay their way back, and re- 
turned as soon as he found how completely he 
had been deceived. He says the sufferings of 
many of the converts in Arizona are terrible. 
They have no money to return to their homes, 
and are compelled to submit to all sorts of 
hardships _and indignities. Young women 
and girls are taken from their parents arfd 
MARRIED TO OLD AND REPULSIVE LOOKING 

ELDERS. 
who already have several wives. After mar- 
riage they become the slaves of their husbands 
and bythe most terrible threats they are pre- 
vented from making any ,public complaint of 
their condition. . 

Elder Allen’s statement that 
preach polygamy I soon found was untrue. 
Mormon literature I found in almost every 
house. Many people who bitterly oppose 
Mormonism kept the books and papers sent 
them as curiosities. In every batch of this 
literature I found copies of the memorial of 
the Mormon ladies of Utah, which was pre- 
sented to congress on the Uth of April, 1580. 

The memorial was presented to the senate 
by Senator Blair, and ordered printed in the 
Record. Itis signed by about ten wives of 
prominent Mormons, including the wife (or 
one of the wives) of Congressman Caunon. 
This memorial is used by the elders to 
impress upon converts the _ fact that 
women of Utah are satisfied with their 
condition, and would not have polygamy bro- 
ken up by the United States§government. The 
elders openly preach and teach that polygamy 
is right, and it is charged that only the fear of 
arrest for bigamy prevents its Open practice in 
this state. : 
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AN ELDER DISGUSTED. 

Two incidents will serve to illustrate 
effects of Mormonism on the home 
those poor people. Among acrowd of 22 con- 
verts fwho left Clay county for Arizona and 
Idaho about,two weeks ago were John Harri- 
son, a young farmer, and his wife. They had 
been married only about a year, but several 
months ago Mrs. Harrison became a Mormon. 
Her mother, who was a widow, and some of 
her married sisters had joined tho church, and 
pursuaded her to join with them. The young 
husband bitterly opposed it. He begged 
and pleaded with his wife without avail. A 
few weeks ag’ Harrison’s wife announced her 
intention of. going tojArizona. Her mother 
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and sisters were going, and she had agreed to 


go with them. 

In vain the young husband pleaded with 
tears in his eyes for his wife not to leave him. 
Her mother, itis said, urged her to leave her 
husband behind and go to Arizona as the wife 
of one of the elders. Finding that his young 
wife was going to leave him, Harrison, at the 
last moment, decided te join the Mormon 
church and accompany her. This he did to 
the disgust of the elder who intended to marry 
Mrs. Harrison as soon as they reached Arizona. 
All went to Utah. 

In one of the smallest and radest of the little 
log cabins of the neighborhood I found Wil- 
liam Prescott, an old man nearly sixty years of 
age. Llis wife had been dead for ten years, 
andin Decembep“last his three daughters 
went to Idaho with the Mormons. The 
old man was left with a little grandson of 
eight years to support. He was almost heart- 
broken over the loss fof his children. With 
clenched hands and tears trickling down his 
cheeks, he told me the story of how the Mor- 
mon elders had come and carried his children 
away fram him in spite of his pleadings. He 
was very poor, he said, and unable to provide 
his girls with many comforts. But they had 
always seemed contented and happy until the 
eiders came and told them wonderful stories 
of the tine clothes they could wear and the 
life of ease they could live if they would join 
the Mormon church and go to Utah. The 
girls were easily converted by such promises, 
and three months ago they left home. Now 
word has come to the sorrowing oid father of 
the fate of his children, and he now mourns 
them as dead, because he never expects to see 
them again. 

AMONG THE LOWER CLASSES OF PEOPLE 

in this section their method of ,living makes 
them almost total strangers to virtue, morality 
and decency. Butitis from this class that 
the Mormon elders draw most of their con- 
verts, and the character of a family is never 
considered if the women are in the majority. 
Many women of easy virtue have been con- 
verted and sent west to become the wives of 
elders, and live a life perhaps no better than 
the one they have abandoned. All their con- 
verts, however, are not of this character. They 
number among their converts some of the Dest 
people of this section. Whole families noted 
for their moral lives and religious work have 
been converted. 

Schools are almost unknown in this section, 
and the preachers who preside over the few 
little churches aré usually very ignorant. They 
warn their congregations against the elders, 
but in’an argumefit on the merits of their re- 
spective religions, they are unable to hoid 
their own against the intelligent and cunning 
men who are teaching Mormonism and polyg- 
amy. In many cases this has caused church 
members to lose faith in their pastors and be- 
come Mormons. 

NONE BUT CONVERTS ADMITTED. 

I was refused admittance to the religious ser- 
vices conducted by the elders at their church, 
and learned that none but converts were ad- 
mitted tomany of their services and ceremonies. 
Some of their ceremonies seem more like the 
rites of Hindcos than the religious services of 
an enlightened people living in a civilized 
country. One of their rites isthe baptism of 
the living to save the souls of the dead. Con- 
verts are made to believe that they can be 
baptised for a dead friend or relative, and 
thus insure the salvation of. tho soul of the 
departed. Only last Sunday, aconvert named 
Holt was baptised for the soul of a brother 
whd had been dead for more than six years. 

The statement made to me by Elder Allen, 
that the elders paid their own expenses, I 
found was notexactly true. They are enter- 
tained free of charge by these poor but hospit- 
able people, and thev occasionally receive a 
remittance from Salt Lake City. They are 
always supplied with enough money to enable 
them toleave a section of country without 
delay if opposition becomes too strong. From 
the postmasters at Rocky Mount, Hiilabee 
and other oftices, I learned that the elders 
frequently received registered letters from 
Salt Lake City. 

OPPOSITION TO THE MORMONS 
and efforts to drive them from this section 
have been feeble and spasmodic. Rev. William 
Odell, a Baptist minister, said to me: 

»‘‘T have preached and worked against them 
and done ail in my power to arouse the people 
to action against these men, but to no avail. 
You see they first interest our people by their 
promises of good houses and rich lands in the 
west. Our people here know nothing but poyv- 
erty and hardship. It is all they can do to 
live; they are in debt and the future looks very 
dark and gloomy to many of them, and they 
eagerly accept any chance to better their for- 
tunes. More than one-half of their converts 
are made by glowing representations of the 
ease with which fortunes are made in the far 
west.”’ 

One thing to which my attention was called 
was the fact that none of the converts carried 
west ever write to their friends or relatives 
who were left behind. It is supposed that all 
their correspondence ig examined by Mormon 
elders, aud no letters telling of the bitter dis- 
appointments and the horrors of a Jife ina 
country of Mormons are allowed to find their 
way back to fields which have been so fruitful. 

FIVE HUNDRED CONVERTS. 

From the counties of Clay, Cleburne, Ran- 
dolph and Talladega over five hundred con- 
verts have been sent to Utah, Arizona and 
Idaho during the past four years, and the 
elders expect to send away two hundred more 
early next autumn. ’ 

There is no longer any pretense of opposition 
io their work in this section. They preach 
where and when they will, distribute litera- 
ture from house to house and no one ever 
thinks of molesting them. They stillgoabout 
their work as quietly as possible, but their only 
anxicty seems to be to avoid newspaper men, 
and not attract the attention of intelligent 
people. 

One gentleman who has watched the pro- 
gress of their work very carefully, estimates 
that among their converts, the proportion of 
women to menisthree to one. They make 
special efforts to convert families where there 
are a number of daughters and nosons. Ina 
few instances women have left their husbands 
to join the Mormon church, and have gone 
west leaving them behind. It is understood 
that every elder who returns to Utah with a 
batch of converts is allowed by his church to 
select one or more wives from among the 
young women he has converted. 


AN ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE, 


The Inmates of the House of Refuge Make 
a Break. 

CINCINNATI, March 24.—This morning, about 
1] o’clock, thirty-five out of 160 boys at the 
House of Refuge, madea break for liberty. 
They were from ten to fifteen years gJd, and 
were under four leaders, the chief of whom 
wasanegro boy. These boys, when it came 
time for them to retire to their rooms prepara- 
tory for dinner, instead of doing so, marched 
ina body, armed with baseball bats, to the 
front entrance, where they found four guards 
stationed. They demanded free passage, but 
were driven back. Then they used their bats 
and rocks, and broke séveral windows. The 
noise attructed the attention of the police, and 
fifteen ofticers were sent tothe place. The 
four ringleaders were locked fn their rooms, 
and quiet was restored. The four leaders 
made a similar attempt to escape once before.

THE MOVEMENT IN NEW YORK CITY. 


An Enthusiastic Meeting in New York city 
in Aid of the Austin Confederate 
Home—An Interesting Speech. 
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New Yorx, March 24.—A meeting was held 
tonight at the Academy of Music under the 
auspices of the New York Citizens’ committee 
in aid of the National Confederate Soldiers’ 
home at Austin, Texas, Major Joe E. Stews 
art made the principal speech. He said: ““Yese 
terday we were fighting. . Victory crowned the 
legions of the north. Peace came and we are 
fellow countrymen. The ritual of sorrow, in 
which all great revolutions chant to human 
hearts their deepest meanings, has consecrated 
us afresh to one another in the offices of patri- 
otic fellowship. And we have been made fel- 
low countrymen in a larger measure of affection 
by means of these sacrifices and sufferings 
which providence ordained, and in ordaining 
anoited ustoendure. I am not here to reopen 
the graves of the heroes of the south nor ta 
hold up the skeletons of the past. Sectionaliem 
is being fast obliterated from the minds and 
the hearts of men, and the foemen of twenty- 
five years ago now 

MARCH SHOULDER TO SHOULDER 
in the struggle of civil conflict. 

‘The valor and fortitude of the confederate 
dead is an ever-living heritage—not of the 
south, but of the entire union. Both sides of 
the conflict were but fitting exemplars of the 
American soldier. The southern flag is folded 
away forever, and now its followers are as 
loyal to the union as the survivors of the 
army of t§e Potomac and the Cumberlana. 

‘We rejoice, too,”’ said Major Stewart, ‘that 
many thousands of union veterans are now 
upon the pension roll, and about 15,000 are 
maintained by the government in comfortable 
homes, and at an annual aggregate expense of 
about $100,000,000, and that they are the hon- 
ored wards of the nation. All honor to those 
men, and the government that sustains and 
upholds them with its bounty—and largely so 
by the votes of southern men in the law-mak¢ 
ing power of the country. It is but a fitting 
reward tothem and a valuable lesson to the 
youth of our land. 

“But what may be done for 

“THE HAPLESS CONFEDERATE SOLDIER, 
who left an arm and freely shed his blood as @ 
willing sacrifice upon the altar of a country 
that had no sponsor at its baptism among the 
nations of the earth, and which was destined 
to sink like some bright planet of the heavens, 
never to rise again? It might be unwise, and 
possibly a dangerous precedent, to aid at the 
public expense those who fought under the old 
flag—and southern men in both branches of our 
congress have expressed disapproval! of this pol« 
icy —but may we not find sympathetic hears and 
generous hands toaid us with their bounty? 

The speaker went on to say that for this pure 
pose the John Lb, Hood camp of confederate 
veterans was chartered in the state of 
Yexas. It was not their purpose to foster the 
animosities of the past, but to minister to the 
wants of their suffering comrades. He re 
viewed the establishment of 

THE CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS’ HOME 
at Austin, Texas, established und maintained 
for more than two years by private charity, 

After reviewing the great commercial prog. 
pects of the south and its dependence 
upon the north, the speaker added that the 
south needed only to be true to her interests 
and the union to aspire to the leadership in 
inaterial advancement. In this prosperity 
they should not forget the distressed and the 
unfortunate, 

“The freedom of the negro,” he said, 
“added untold blessings to their former mas- 
ters, though the liberation of that race seemed 
then be to a, cruel kind of logic. Truly may it 
be said that there never was such a blessing 
in disguise to the white man as that whica 
liberated the negro race in the south. I€ 
freed the master aud theslave, The freeing 
of the slave 

DIGNIFIED LABOR IN THE SOUTH, 
and taught the best lessons of self reliance. 

“From association, sympathy and mutual 
welfare, the white man at the south became 
interested in the education, improvement and 
elevation of the negro, and imposed a tax 
upon himself to educate and elevate his for- 
mer slave, 

‘In the problem before it, the states of thie 
south, without interference by the general gov- 
ernment, must be left to solve the question of 
local self-government at the south.”’ 

‘“‘In the north,’’ the speaker said, ‘‘the politi- 
cal conditions of the south were not under- 
stood—that the giving of the ballot tothe 
negro was regarded as a menace to property. 
This was the cause of partyalignments. Thig 
had broken up the natural affiliations of the 
white voters. 

‘There is, therefore, but little independent 
political thought in the south, though the 
spirit of political independence is growing, ew 
pecially in Texas.”’ 

Mayor Stewart spoke of the desire 

NOT TO STIR UP ANIMOSITIES, 
but to get aid for the suffering, and closed ag 
follows: 

“And while we would fight and die—yeg, 
we mean it-—die if need be to maintain the 
honor and integrity of that old flag, we will 
ever cherish the tenderest reco)lections of the 
‘lost cause’ and the flag that was never de- 
signed to float among the emblems of nations.’*

THE ALLISON FUND. 


GREENE COUNTY’S EDUCATIONAL 
FUND. 


Dispute As to Who Should Be the Bene- 
ficiaries Thereof—The Colored People 
Ruled Out. 


GREENESBORO, Ga., March 24. —{Special.]— 
Greene county has a fund for the education of 
indigent children, which has been made the 
subject of a presentment by the grand jury. 

THE AMOUNT AT STAKE. 

This is known as the Quinn-Allison fund, 
and is borrowed by the county, the interest 
only, under the provisions of Allison’s will, 
being set apart for educational purposes. This 
will was made in 1865, after Lee’s surrender, 
but before the news of that event had become 
generally circulated. The testator evidently 
did not know of it, as he distinctly sets forth 
that his slaves shall not beseparated, husband 


from wife, children from parents, and gave to 


each the privilege of choosing his own master. 
The bearing of this fact upon the subject in 
hand will appear further on. 

Among numerous other beauests named in 


the wiil is that of $20,000 for the education of* 


the poor children of Greene county. The will 
was attacked by relatives of deceased, and it 
was only at the end of long litigation that the 
county acquired possession of the money, which 
had dwindled under the expense of a long suit 
and the depreciation of values to something 
over 86,000. That amount was carried intothe 
county treasury, the county agreeing to pay 
the interest aunually. 
THE INTENT OF THE WILL. 

Then the question arose, how shall this 
money be appropriated? The will said ‘‘tothe 
poor children of the county.’”’ But when this 
money came to be applied there was no dis- 
tinction of rich and poor—the war had levelled 
all that—all were poor alike. Then, too, 
slavery went with the southern confeder- 
acy. A new order of things arose, under 
which the former slave developed into a full- 
fledged voter entitled, equally with his former 
owner, not only to a voice in the government, 
but to a share in all the moneys appropriated 
to education. Upon this reasoning it was con- 
cluded that the interest on the Guinn-Allison 
fund should be turned into the general school 
fund and go toward the education of white and 
black alike. Inthis channel it has been flow- 
ing these twenty years past. 

That this was clearly contrary to the wish of 
the testator isapparent But no one seems to 
have investigated the matter until last week. 
On tlre grand jury was a teacher, and he be- 
came eonvinced that this money was being 
misappropriated and he went to work to effect 
a change. 


AN OLD VETERAN, 


Who Clings Firmly tothe Upinions of For 
iner Years. 

Sparta, Ga., March 24.——[Special.]—Col- 
onel Arthur I. Butts, of Baldwin county, is a 
notable character. He visited Sparta this 
week and we had the pleasure of shaking his 
hand. For many years Hancock county was 
hishome. Heisaveteran in years and ex- 
perience, being in his eighty-second year. For 
all this he isas erect as an Indian, and has a 
piercing eye and a steady step. In 1808 his 
father removed to this county]from Southamp- 
ton county, Virginia, where he was born, So 
that he has lived under all the administrations 
except the three first. At8 years old he was 
a mail rider. By hard work he attained a fair 
education for his day, and became a_ teacher; 
then a farmer, and has been honored by his 
people with many positions of trust. Hecame 
from good old whig stock and is loyal to the 
principles of that party yet. Notwithstanding 
he believed it was the greatest party this 
country had ever had, in 1833 he was a nul- 
lifier, and in 1860 believed in the right of se- 
cession and the policy too, and only regrets 
that it failed. With Ben Hill he says ‘‘he 
never meant to bea democrat.”’ He says that 
with all his observation of men he has never 
seen a nobler speciman of manhood than the 
old southern slaveholder, and never expects 
to.

MYSTERIOUS ACCIDENT T0 A RAII- 
ROAD HAN, 


The Mysterious Man Who Slept in the At- 
lanta Globe Hotel—General News of the 
Day in Macon.

It is said that 
when Davidson started to climb the ladder one 
of the crosspieces came off, causing him to 
fall. 
Another report says that Davidson was 
knocked off the cab by the trestle of the Cen- 
tral railroad where it crosses the East Ten- 
nessee track in Macon, between the East 
Tennessee depot znd the Central City park. 
At any rate Davidson’s hat was found lying 
under the trestle this morning 

FULL OF CLOTTED BLOOD. 

There is also blood on the ground and blood 
on one of the posts of the trestle. It is said, 
further, that Davidson was taken out 
of the cab at this point, under the 
trestle, and his hat was thrown down on 
the ground. Owing to the fact that thisis 
Sunday and the parties connected with the 
moving of Davidson can not be found, the 
true account of the accident can not be 
learned. Davidson is about twenty-eight 
years old. He married Miss Mamie Phillips, 
daughter of Engineer Jack Phillips of the 
Southwestern railroad who was killed not very 
long ago’ in Montgomery. Davidson and his 
wife separated some time sinee.

WHO SHOT HIM? 


The Wonnded Stranger Who Slept Friday 
Night in the Globe Hotel. 


Macon, Ga., March 24.—[Special.]—THE 
CONSTITUTION today contained an account of 
a@ wounded man, a stranger, who had been shot 
in the arm, who went to the Globe hotel in 
Atlanta about one o’clock Friday night, and 
was assigned to a room without register- 
ing, and who left Saturday morning 
about four o’clock.

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The Labor Outlook. 

When the dwellers in cities and towns are 
all at work they should make the most of it. 
Overproduction is the result of general in- 
dustry, and is followed by enforced idle- 
ness. 

From almost every quarter of the globe 
the reports show that the great army of the 
unemployed is increasing in numbers. Only 
a few days ago the troops had to disperse 
the hungry workingmen of Rome. In Ber- 
lin thousands are out of work, and other 
thousands are living on starvation wages. 
At the Hague the socialists of Germany, 
France, England, Belgium, Switzerland and 
Holland are holding a conference. In Vi- 
enna the government !s busying itself with 
the labor problem. Military preparations 
ere being made to suppress the strikers in 
Belgium. Millions are out of work in 
China, and in this country we have come to 
a point where two men are made to do the 
work of three, necessarily throwing the 
third man out of employment, 

If this state of affairs is to continue there 
‘will be widespread trouble. Nations will 
be compelled to go to war in order to keep 
their idle masses occupied, or they will have 
to face revolution at home, 

But is there no remedy? Only one has 
been suggested—it is a redistribution of 
population. The transfer of hundreds of 
thousands. and perhaps millions of people, 
from our over-crowded communities to the 
sparsely settled regions of the south and 
west would give every man a chance and 
build up the country. Europe will find a 
similar outlet for her surplus population in 
the direction of Africa. 

These schemes of colonization cannot be 
carried out without money. Land com- 
panies and colonization societies will be able 
to accomplish something, but it is a matter 
that should receive governmental aid. Itis 
wiser and cheaper for governments to spend 
money in giving their citizens a start in 
life than it is to spend billions in the wars 
provoked by poverty and discontent. 

The world is big enough to yield every 
human being a support, but when too 
many people are crowded together in certain 
communities there will not be enough cake 
to goround.

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A Histor ry of Savannah, 

We have before us a sumptuous yolume 
entitled ‘‘Ilistoric and Picturesque Savan- 
nah.’’ Thetextisfrom the pen of Miss 
Adelaide Wilson, and the fllustrations from 
the pencil of Miss Georgia Weymouth, The 
book is published by the Boston Photogra- 
vure company, and is a beautiful specimen 
of the typographical art 

Fortunate indeed is the city that can call 
to its aid in rescuing and preserving the 
mementoes of the past such rare talent and 
such enthusiasm as are displayed by the 
two ladies who are responsible for this beau- 
tiful book. It is not a mere municipal his- 
tory, such as is sometimes put forth in be- 
half of cities that have no past to speak of. 
On the contrary, it is a breathing and glow- 
‘ap of history that is of interest to 
all Georgians and ali Americans, 

It is not a dry repetition of facts and 
dates, but a freshly-written monograph that 
will fill a place all its own on the library 
shelf. ‘ihe story that Miss Adelaide Wilson 
tells has been told before, but never before 
with such grace, such charm, with such 
rare tact and discrimination. Here we 
have the dry facts of history worked over 
with such art as to give them fresh in- 
terest. 

It should be said, too, 
the facts are freshly treated, some of them 
are here given for the first time, and the 
general effect of the volume is to cause us 
to hope that in Miss Wilson Georgia has 
found a historian who can adequately treat 
of the life of the people from the founding 
of the colony down to the present time. 

An intensely interesting chapter of the 
history of Savannah during the late war is 
from the pen of Colonel Charies H. Olm- 
stead, who has given this period a treatment 
more adequate than it has ever had _ before. 
Altogether, Miss Wilson’s beautiful book 
will stand as a modei for the local histories 
that are every day becoming more and more 
important, It would be difficult to improve 
on her methods of treatment, or to give a 
more entrancing touch to the cold facts of 
history. 
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Sudden Deaths. 

It may be arash conclusion, but there isa 
general impression that the majorily of our 
sudden deaths occur in the spring 

The causes assigned for these mysterious 
dispensations of Providence are various. 
They appear to run in epidemics. At one 
time it is blood poisoning. Everybody’s 
system gets out of order, and a scratch of a 
pin, a tight shoe or a colored sock produces 
death. Again it isaclot of blood on the 
brain, or clogging an artery. Strong men 
in their prime, without a moment's warning, 
are stricken down. But most of the cases 
are attributed to heart disease. Generally 
there is a hasty and superficial investigation, 
and as heart disease is the first thing that 
suggests itself to the average mind it goes 
on the record. 

In the spring—about the time of the 
vernal equinox—there is a good deal of con- 
fusion in the systems of nature and man. 
The electric currents are in riotuous disor- 
der. People find that their blood needs 
renovating, their muscles aretflabby, and 
their will power is relaxed. It is natural 
that under such conditions they should fall 
@ prey to disease. 

But how about the average heart? Is it 
overworked? Indirectly it is a veay badly 
treated organ. In these days we have the 
alcoholic heart and the tobacco heart. People 
consume adulterated food and drink, and 
thus cause gout, rheumatism, paralysis, in- 
digestion and bloot poison to strike the 
heart. In the matter of exercise, too, a 
great mistake is made. According to Dr, 
William A. Hammond, an eminent special- 


ist, we should take such exercise as will de- 
velop and strengthen the muscles around 
the heart. It is unnecessary to go to the 
gymnasiums for it. Moderate walking, and 
the climbing of hills and stairways, and the 
free movement of the arms every day will 
do much good. 

Undoubtedly, proper exercise, diet, tem- 
perance and contented minds will tend to 
diminish the number of sudden deaths. But 
does not the whole drift of modern life 
make it more and more difficult for a man 
to obey reasonable and common sense health 
rules? Hereis just where the trouble comes 
in. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending. last Friday 
the total receipts have reached 84,273 bales, 
against 80,026 bales last week, and 81,658 
bales the previous week; making the total 
receipts. since the first of September, 1888, 
5,175,264 bales, against 5,060,641 bales for 
the same period of 1887-8, showing an 
increase since September 1, 1885, of 114,- 
603 bales. 

“3 exports for the week reach a total of 
135,203 bales, of which 82,207 were to Great 
atc 6,767 to France, and 44,229 to the 
rest of the continent. 

The total sales for forward delivery for 
the week are 274,300 bales. For immediate 
delivery the total sales foot up 6,076 bales, 
including 3,708 for. export, 2,212 for con- 
sumption, 156 for speculation. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 75,000 bales. 

There isadecrease of cotton in sight 
tonight of 162,528 bales as compared with 
the same date of 1888, a decrease of 271,445 
bales as compared with the corresponding 
date of 1887, and a decrease of 527,659 bales 
as compared with 1886. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 20,802 bales, and are 78,- 
640 bales less than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 10,185 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September 1st the 
receipts at allthe towns are 82,492 bales 
more than for the same time in 1887-8. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 5,355,517 bales; 
in 1887-8 were 5,318,771 bales; in 1886-7 
were 5,151,658 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week wore 84,275 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
was only 64,631 bales, the balance being 
taken from the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
forthe same week. were 50,470 bales, and 
for 1887 they were 19,230 halen. 

The increase in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 29,985 bales, the 
increase as compared with 1885-7 is 455,617 
bales, and the increase over 1580-6 is 504,- 
000 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
was more active at drooping values early in 
the week under review. Ileceipts at the 
ports were exceptionally large, but the only 
decided decline was on Monday, when this 
influence was supplemented by rumors of a 
panic in Paris, On ‘Tuesday, when it was 

seen that the stocks at interior towns were 
undergoing a rapid reduction, there was a 
partial recovery, which was followed on 
Wednesday bya further advance, in respense 
toastronger report from Liverpool, with 
port receipts comparatively small. 

Thursday the sudden -death of William 
Woodward, Jr., greatly retarded business, 
and the market was without feature, except 
aslight advance in the last nom, due to 
speculative manipulation. Friday the mar- 
ket was unsettled, closing withdut import- 
ant change, the very full crop movement 
not having much effect as against a stronger 
Discrane). report, and the — reduction of 
our stocks. 

The strike of the weavers in the cotton 
mills at Fall River drags along, but seems 
likely to come to an early end against the 
strikers. Cotton on the spot was quoted 
l-iG6e. lower on Saturday, and again on 
Monday, although the demand for home 
consumption continued moderate, and 
stocks in the market are comparatively 
smal!. Friday aline of 700 bales. strict 
middling was taken for the continent, and 
prices were firm on the basis of 10 1-Se. for 
middling uplands. 

The Chronicte’s reports by telegraph from 
the south indicate that the weather has in 
in general been very satisfactory, and that 
planters have made good progress in pre- 
paring for the next crop. 
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West Enp is one of the brightest and live- 
liest suburbs in this or any other country, and 
its growth, altogether free from ‘‘booms’’ or 
speculative development, is an interesting 
study.

If 
they do so combine and I determine to runi 
will let you hear from me in nouncertain way. 
I ain most emphatically not running now!”’

Struck By the Timbers of a Pridge While Driving 
Under It—The Culmination of His Injurieg 
in Atlanta. 


John Henderson, stockman of Hall & Bing. 
ley’s circus, died athe at nine o’clock yes. 
terday morning 

An inquest was held and the jury returned 
a verdictof death from heart disease, superin. 
duced by hurts received while in the service of 
the company. 

Mr. Henderson was born in Michigan, neap 
La Pere, about thirty-eight years ago, and his 
parents live there now. He was astoutiy buily 
men, of dark hair and complexion. 

He joined the circus in Wisconsin July 18, 
1888, and about the first of August he wag 
discharged in Chicago. He then joined Howe’ 
New London circus, and in Jasper, Ala,, 
Hiowe’s and Hall & Bingley’s shows met, and 
Manager Stephens, of the latter company, 
persuaded Henderson to return to them; and 
on November 18, at Amely, Ala., he rejoined 
Hall & Bingley's circus.

UP THE ROAD. 


AN EXPLORATION OF THE MARIEITA 
AND NORTH GEORGIA. 


The Progress of the Work in Pushing 
Through to Murphy, North Carolina-— 
General Railroad News. 

Delayed Trains.

Marrietra, Ga., March 24,--[Special.]—Fri- 
day Colonel George R. Eager, president of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, took a 
party in aspecial train over this railroad to 
Blue Ridge, Georgia, where the road branches, 
one branch completed to Murphy, N. C., and 
the other in process of building, which will go 
to Knoxville, Tenn., and when that branch is 
finished the road will be extendedf rom Ma- 
rietta to Atlanta, giving a through and almost 
air-line from Knoxville to Atlanta. The road 
when completed will be known as the Knox- 
ville Southern. About five milesof the road 
is completed from Blue Ridge toward Knox- 
vilie, and upward of twenty miles out from 


——— 


Knoxville toward Blue Ridge, and work 
on both ends is being pushed as _ fast 
as men and money can do it. 
The road, as it now exists, 


extends from Marietta, Ga., to Murphy, N. C., 
and is doing a rushing business. Sixty car- 
loads of sixty pound steel rails are at this end 
of the road awaiting transportation, the regular 
businessbeing so heavy that no cars are avail- 
able for that purpose. 

The roadis inastate of preparation to be 
made a standard gauge throughout; the grades 
have veen cut down and the road straightened 
“and new ties laid and new bridges having been 
built. The bridges are perhaps the finest in 
the United States, being of the newest pattern 
of iron and resting on marble pillars, The 
roadbed isin a most excellent condition, as is 
everything else in connection with this road, 
thanks tothe untiring energy and skill of its 
general manager, Colonel J. B. Glover. When 
the work of widening the gauge is Jcommenced 


it will be completed within  forty- 
eight hours. The rails are al 
ready laid. The narrow-gauge train 


now running upon them—and the spikes are 
driven outside, so all that is to be done will be 
to move the rails and spike on one side. 

The country tapped by this road is one of 
the finest in the world. Its mineral wealth is 
unequaled—gold, silver, copper, iron, alumi- 
num, marble in inexhaustible quantities—dia- 
monds, rubies, sapphire, amethyst, garnet, 
tale, the finest rock crystal in the world, and a 
great variety of other minerals and precious 
stones. Farming and grazing lands are good 
and well watered. The woods are full of game, 
and the clear, cold, mountain streams are full 
of brook trout.

The old conjurer bared his head, took his 
position on a mountain rock, raised his eyes to

MURDERED HIM IN COLD BLOOD, 

His body was cut in about fifty places and 
his head was beaten to a jelly. 

This was on the 14th day of August, 1875. 

The five murderers were arrested and tried 
in the superior court of Fannin county during 
the same year. All were convicted and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for life. 

Three of the prisoners, Albert Garrett and 
the two Hyatts, liave aied in the penitentiary. 
The other two, Terrell Young, now a man of 
upwards of seventy, and Sam _  dJohn- 
s0n, now about thirty, -are still living. The 
former is at a convict camp in Oglethorpe 
county; the latter is confined at Cave City.

An application for the pardon of these sur- 
vivors has been pending since the inaugura- 
tion of Governor Gordon. .The sentiment is 
universal in Cherokee county, N. C., 
that they have _ suifered sufficiently 
and ought to be released. There is 
an overwhelhning petition from Fannin coun- 
ty, signed by many citizens, officials, General 
William Phillips, the solicitor who tried the 
case, three grand juries, and it is claimed that 
Judge Knight, who tried the case, would 
have signed it if he had not died after it was 
gotten up. 

THE SENTENCE COMMUTED. : 

Yesterday Governor Gordon decided to 
commute the sentence of Sam Johnson to the 
time served, and an order will be issued for 
his release. Johnson was about fourteen vears 
old when the crime was committed, and has 
served about fifteen years. The idea is that 
he was young and very ignorant, was unduly 
influenced by the men, and did not realize the 
enormity of the oifense of which he was 
puiity.

DECISIONS RENDERED 
MARCH 22, 1889. 


FRIDAY, 


L. E. Bileckley, Chief Justice—Reported for 
the Constitution by Henry C. Peeples; 
Surpeme Court Keporter.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. An action of complaint 
for land canuot be dismissed on demurrer to 
the abstract of title annexed to the declara- 
tion. The object of the abstract is not to 
show title in the plaintiff on the face of the 
pleadings, but only to give notice,of what will 
be relied upon atthe trial. 

2. A deed of gift conveying the premises toa 
woman during her life, or until her son arrives 
at twenty-one years of age, she not to be troub- 
led or disturbed as long as she lives on the 
premises, but if she moves and leaves the land, 
then her title to be null and void and the land 
to belong to the donor or his heirs, but should 
she die before her son becomes twenty-one 
years of age, then it is discretionary with the 
donor whether he shall enter and take posses- 
sion or not, passes title to the donee for a term 
not exceeding the duration of her own life; 
and she having outlived the minority of her 
son, the clause touching the donor’s discretion 
to enter in case of her death before such event, 
is of no materiality. The donor having died, 
his heirs-at-law became entitled to enter when 
the donee also died, the estate conveyed being 
then terminated by its own limitation. 

3. The donee having with her children en- 
tered into possession under the deed, and the 
children, on being sued for the land after her 
death, havi ing produced the deed under notice, 
and showing no other claim or color of title or 
right to the | possession, her declarations made 
whilst in possession as to the land being a gift 
to her from the donor, were admissible in evi- 
dence to affect them, the deed being also in 
evidence. 

4. Though a charge of the court touching 
prescription be irrelevant, a correct verdict 
will not thereby be vitiated. 

5. As the mother of the defendans below en- 
tered under the ancestor of the plaintiffs be- 
low, and as no right or title in the defendants 
to retain possession after their mother ap- 
peared, the evidence was sufficient to warrant 
a verdict for the plaintiffs, without showing 
any other title in their ancestor than that im- 
lied by his execution of the deed of gift, and 
iy her entry and holding under the same.
